buck, Capt. McDonald, was banned at 
sea to latitude 13 degrees 10 minutes 
•north, longitude 121 degrees, 15 min- 
utes west on November 6th.

survivors reached iHookena, Hawaii, 
•last Saturday morning, including the 
wife of 'the captain and their three 
children. 


The Wm. H. Starbuck sailed from 


Port Blakeley 
October 
17<th 
with 


1,025,000 feet of lumber, chipped by 
the Port Blakeley Mill Company, des- 
tined by way of Cape Horn to Delagoa 
Bay for orders. Everything -was pro- 
•putlaus until the day of the disaster. 
The crew and officers were new men, 
shipped at Pont Townseod, and proved 
faithful and capable, as their conduct 
showed during the -trials which over- 
took them. Capt. McDonald was ac- 
companied by his wife and children, a 
boy of 7 and two girls, one of 15 years, 
and the other an infant of 15 mouths. 


Fire was first discovered in the fora 


peak at 10 o'clock on the night of 'No- 
vember 5th, and tour houre later, at 2 
o'clock the following mornlne, the 
whole deck and fore rigging were a 
mass of • flames. Water (had been 
poured down into the 'hold immedi- 
ately, the ahip had been hove to and 
every effort was made to quench the 
fire, ae it spread first along the big 
cargo of doors in bundles, -which -were 
jammed between the wings -where the 
rough lumber was piled to tlhe decks. 


Acting as a chimney tlhe center of 


the lower deck soon gave a draught to' 
the flames, which no amount of water 
could have quenched, and finally ord- 
ers were given to abandon the ship. 


Much time had already been lost and 


arearly aawa7"»;iffie three'boats con- 
taining the «aptatn's famfly, 
officers 


and crew of the ill fated ship pulled 
away, the flames -were sky high and 
the ship was afire from stem to stern. 


How did the fire originate? The 


cause will never be known. Out three 
weeks it was impossible that any 
latent spark could have exacted that 
long. A plausible theory, that the 600 
bundles of cedar doors, dry as tinder, 
stored in the middle of the (hold took 
fire by the friction one with another. 
Like matchwood they would blaze at 
the slightest flame and IMs theory may 
easily prove acceptable.

A Honolulu hui to undertake enter- 


prises in Manila and as well on islands 
of the group, other than Luzon, has 
been quietly organized. The company 
has taken substantial shape and at a 
meeting to be held next week, will set- 
tle all details and elect permanent of- 
ficers. Jtm Sherwood, who has gone to 
ttae new country already, is a member 
of the hui, but will make larger in- 


anoe with, ordere Irom *ihe Spanish 
government, which subsidized the ttne. 
I have mover seen a country of eucih 
splendid productive power. For the 
flret hundred miles almost all of it la 
under cultivation. From there to the 
terminus a different and prettier coun- 
try, .with hdgh cocoanot palm trees of 
rare beauty; but not yet eo much cul- 
tivated as that to the south. 


With onew extensions and lines con- 


templated on the Island of Luzon, say, 
first, Manila to Batangas, south; sec- 
ond, Dagupan to Laoag, north; third, 
a branch, Gerona to Alllaga, eighteen 
miles, tobacca district, added produc- 
tive power and -wealth would be Im- 
parted to the island.

intrusive in these remarks and sugges- 
tions. Being an army officer, and at 
the same time collector of customs at 
Manila, my duty would seem to be to 
the Secretary of War and to the treas- 
ury, and I submit these remarks as 
directed to them, as well as to your- 
self. 
I desire no place here, except 


upon the ship to return to America; 
but I am so thoroughly impressed with 
the wealth and beauty of the country 
and the most peculiar conditions ex- 
isting here that I am most anxious for 
the success of our Government in 
working out this experiment with the 
best fruition. 
The inhabitants are unique; the na- 


tives clean and clever; the Chinese 
more active and persevering; all beasta 
of burden, accustomed to little in the 
way of pay or food or shelter. We 
pay a house servant, who works most 
satisfactorily, $10 a month, equaling 
$4.70 of our money, he furnishing his 
own food. The irruption of our army 
raised wages temporarily, to the great 
disturbance of the merchants 
here, 


but things are about restored to their 
•normal basis, and should continue so 
unless some ill-considered change of 
the prevailing currency occurs. 


The custom house receipts during 


our Incumbency, 'twenty-four working 
days, amount to $606,000. With tfce-in- 
crease of industries, contingent upon 
our occupancy, they should amount 
within two years to $8,000,000 a year 
at least.

Hok Kok Young, the Chinese woman 


who was charged with the poisoning of 
her two children and who has all along 
admitted 
having attempted also to 


•take her own life, was acquitted in 
the Circuit Court before Judge Perry 
yesterday. The 
indictment was for 


murder In the first degree. The trial 
lasted two days, much of the time be- 
ing occupied in securing a jury, as the 
case was an uncommon one. Two of 
the twelve returning the verdict dis- 
sented from the finding. The jury was 
out less than ten minutes and four bal- 
lots were taken on various questions 
presented. W. L. Hopper was fore- 
man. 


Upon being told by Judge Perry that 


she was free to go and was held inno- 
cent under the law, the woman quietly 
departed under the escort of a native 
woman. The defendant had not a word 
to say to anyone. 


Tie principal witness on the stand 


yesterday was the woman ierself. Her 
story was of extreme interest, quite 
out of anything of the sort heretofore 
heard in any Hawaiian court. She said 
that upon, the death of her husband, 
twelve years ago, she had at once de- 
cided to follow him to the beyond. She 
pot aside tibJs resolve for the reason 
that she was about to become a mother 
of her second child. Pondering after- 
wards she decided to live until the boy 
and the girl had become old enough to 
meet life and to care for themselves. 
This period had been reached in her 


said that in the case at Issue, had It 
been the plan of the woman to marry 
again her stay at the altar would have 
been long on many days and nights. 


Attorneys in the case were Messrs.

judgment, about six months. It was 
then that she communicated to her 
children her intention to poison herself 
and join her husband.

Hok Yok Young, who in age and ap- 


pearance seema only a maiden, gave 
the boy $2 one morning when he was 
off for school and told him to bring 
home opium for the whole amount. On 
his return in the evening, he handed 
her a number of lichee nut shells—per- 
haps a dozen—containing 
the drug. 


The opium she thinned with water in 
a bowl. She talked of her purpose to 
commit suicide to the children as she 
had often spoken of it before, and as 
before the boy and the girl, who evi- 
dently loved her dearly for her uniform 
kindness and constant care of them, 
declared that they wanted to go with 
her to the hereafter. The woman says 
she told them that they must live on 
and grow up and do honor to the fam- 
ily of their father. 
She put them to 


bed. When they were asleep and the 
house quite undisturbed, she arrayed 
herself in her best clothing, as is the 
Chinese custom, and drank from the 
little tea bowl. Before the sleep came 
npon her, she repaired to a veranda 
back of the house and there, where a 
Joss altar had always been maintain- 
ed for the family, she offered prayers 
to the gods of her husband's ancestors. 
She says she told in supplication what 
she proposed to do and asked that it 
be approved of and that it result as 
she designed 


After the devat.ons. the woman laid 


upon the bed with the children and 
•was soon oblivious to anything that 
might have happened 
She said that 


her opinion was that the children had 
wakened and seeing her condition, had 
taken poison from the bow] of their 
own accord and with the determination 
of accompanying her on the journey to 
death.

A Ruling in Favor of Claimant 


Rooke-The Will of Dr. Rooke. 


Queen Emma. 


(From Thursday's Daily.)

The present title to the Queen's Hos- 


pital premises and to some property at 
the corner of Hotel and Union streets 
is declared in a demurrer ruling by 
Circuit Judge Perry to be null and 
void—imperfect. This is the first de- 
cision in the case of C. K. C. Rooke 
against the trustees of the Queen's 
Hospital and the Bishop estate trus- 
tees, and is a signal victory for the 
man residing abroad and after these 
many years claiming ownership of the 
well-known properties in question. 


There will at once be an appeal from 


the ruling of Judge r?erry on the de- 
murrers and there will be lengthy and 
hard-fought trials in both the Cir- 
cuit and Supreme Courts. 


In accordance with the will of Dr. 


Rooke the property passed successive- 
ly after his death from his wife to 
Queen Emma, his adopted daughter, 
and was by Queen Emma devised to 
the Queen's Hospital Association. It 
was Queen Emma with Kamehameha 
IV. who established this remarkable 
and userul institution. The beautiful 
and gracious queen herself canvassed 
the city of Honolulu for subscriptions 
to aid the enterprise and tfhe king gave 
all the assistance within his power. 


It was found in the will of Dr. Rooke 


that he had bequeated the holding to 
his wife for life. It was then to pass 
to Queen Emma (Emma Rooke) "to be1 


used and enjoyed by her during the 
term of her natural life and her chil- i 
dren forever; but should the aforesaid 
Emma decease without leaving issue, 
then I hereby give and bequeath the 
same unto my nephew and godson. 
Cresswell Charles Keane Rooke and 
his heirs forever." 


Queen Emma became the mother of 


the Prince of Hawaii, but that adored 
young scion of royalty died while yet 
a child, so tbat no heir survived Kame- 
hameha IV. and Queen Emma. 


Judge Perry says: 
"In my opinion 


it was the testator's Intention to give 
to his adopted daughter, Emma Rooke. 
after the death of his wife, a life es- 
tate, and that after her death, if she 
survived him and left issue surviving 
her, the property should go to her chil- 
dren absolutely, but that if she shou'd 
die before the testator, or die without 
any Issue surviving her, then the prop- 
erty should go to bis nephew and god- 
son.

3. That is appears by the said bill 
that a corporation existing under tlhe 
laws of the Hawaiian Islands, having 
the corporate name of itlhe "Trustees of 
the Anglican Church in Hawaii," 
"owns in fee simple and has the ex- 
clusive control and management of 
the said St. Andrew's Cathedral build- 
ings, the grounds and appurtenances 
thereto, and that said corporation 
manages and controls and -has the 
right to manage and control said 
property tJirough said Trustees and 
not otherwise;" and also Chat said 
corporation ihas consented to a cer- 
tain "agreement" mentioned in said 
bill hr the Exhibit "A" thereto at-

TO SEE CHINESE 


The New Inspector Enters 


Upon His Duties. 


Mr. Brown and His Work—United 


States Exclusion Now In Full 


Force Here, 


D. K. Brown, the Chinese Inspector 


lere for the Government of the United 
States, has now fully entered upon (his 
duties. 
In accordance with instruc- 


ions from Washington, President Dole 
and Cabinet has issued regulations di- 
rected to Collector General McStock- 
er, 
requiring 
co-operations 
with 


Special Agent Brown. The restric- 
:ions of the American Government on 
jM-nese immigration are now in fuil 
force and effect here and it is of 
course tihe intention to carry 'tihem out 
rigidly. 


The great change that -will be 


worked out in time will not be no- 
ticed very much la its progress for 
some time. In a few particulars the law 
of the United States on exclusion is 
more lenient or accommodating than 
tlhe statute here. The Chinese resident 
will not have any more trouble bhan 
at present in securing permission to 
visit China and return to Hawaii. It 
s required that they 'have here either 
parents, wives or children or brothers 
or sisters or business worth ?1,000 or 


1,000 in money. 
Fewer Chinese can enter tihe coun- 


try. 
Heretofore there has not been 


mojch restraint upon the entrance of 
a borers <o the Islands. That is done 
away with entirely, tnough for some 
years Hawaii has not allowed them to 
come wholesale excepting in a spe- 
cific instance and with close limita- 
dons. Under the laws which Mr. 
3rown will act parti-cularly Chinese 
may enter the country only as students 
or professional men or on very urg&nt 
business closely circumscribed. 


In time the Chinese population here 


will, if the .laws of the United States 
are effective in their application to the 
slands, become considerably thinned 
out. Some of the Chinese 'here are 
selfish enough to declare that they are 
;lad of it, but large numbers of them 
wish to bring to the shores relatives 
and friends and business associates. 


It is already whispered that combin- 


ations will be formed to bring Chinese 
nto Hawaii stealthily and against the 
aws. 
In fact it is known that one 


iuoh h,ui ia being organized. The plan 
s to get carefully out of some port In 
hina and to turn the men loose at 


some isolated point on one of the 
Islands in close proximity to sugar or 
rice plantations. 


So far the relations of Mr. Brown 


with the Government here have been 
xmiial and satisfactory. He seems to 
be a man who knows what toe is about 
and is quiet and carefwl. The foreign 
jfflce Chinese bureau work, wfekih is in 
the bands of Jas.

ED-iX>R P. C. A.:—The expression

and private offices, homes, and on the 
streets. 


The realization of these truths so 
losely mirrored In every-day life, the 
reflection of -which is brought the more 
vividly to a thinking public through 
the press, which opens the eyes ol 
man's understanding to the true state 
of affairs, has prompted the composi- 
tion of this communication in the faith 
the the good opinion entertained by 
the people of Honolulu toward 
the 


First New York Volunteers may oe the 
more strengthened by a brief history 
of the regiment and a few facts' con- 
cerning the spirit of restlessness, and 
he expectation of active service at the 
front not realized, which has been the 
cause of all the discontent among those 
who make up its organiation. 


When the first call to arms was made 


by the President, at the beginning of 
he war, among the first to respond 
were twelve separate companies of ,flf- 
eea cities along the Hudson river. Ac- 
:epted by the Government, they were 
xmcentrated at Camp Black, Long Isl- 
and, and there consolidated into a regi- 
ment, to be known as the First Provis- 
onal Regiment. 


After mustering into the service of 
he United States, the name of the seg- 
ment was changed to the title it now 
bears. It was at Camp Black that we 
were brought face to face with the .side 
if army life, that seemed but a fore- 
runner of the life that was before.ns 
as soldiers. 


The regiment was in camp at ,this 
ilace from May 2d until the 12th day 
if June, during which time it rained 
a torrents almost continuously. 


There were times when tlhe 


pour was so terrific that streams -Of 
water flowed in under the tents, soak- 
ng the bedding, upon which the men 
lept. They were compelled to wear 
wet clothing, and there were days 
when the very tents were swept away, 
ixposing the inmates thereof, to the 
ury of the storm. 
It was with ringing cheers that we 
eceived orders to move from Camp 
Black, and though the order directed 
hat the 
regiment be distributed 


hroughout the different posts guard- 
ng the entrance to New York, when 
he general expectation was a move to 
he front, all good naturedly resigned 
hemselves to the inevitable, entered 
pon their new duty — which in Itself is 
xtremely monotonous and irksome 
— with enthusiastic arder. 


After three weeks of this life we 
gain received marching orders. This 
line, our destination was to be at the 
ery front, for we were ordered to the 
'hilipplne Islands, which were then in 
state of great turbulence. 
On the 8,th of July the regiment, iu 
hree sections, steamed out of Jersey 
'ity, New Jersey, en route to San 
Francisco, there to embark on the 
ransport in waiting for Manila. 
Arriving In San Francisco, great dis- 
ppointment was evinced at finding no 
ransport ready, and we were compell- 
d go into temporary bivouac at the 
otorious Camp Merritt. 
This camp being such a pest and dis- 
ase breeding spot, rather than men- 
ace the health of his command, Colonel 
iarber moved his regiment to the 
Yesidlo military reservation.

The request, however, was unfor-

The request that the 
United States would suspend what was 
called moral legislation lor the benefit 
of the whole country, in order to help 
a few hundred people here out of a 
scrape, seemed to indicate that we did 
not understand,the drift of legislation, 
or the Ideas of the people 


Tbe country has put its foot down on 


assisting emigrants where labor in 
payment for assistance is involved. Its 
laws are specific and far-reaching. 
T*ey were passed in accordance with 
a settled policy. When a few men look- 
ing only to their own interests, and 
pnting aside the general interests of 
the country, ask for a suspension of 
these laws, only derision is excited. No 
immigrants 
will be assisted by the 


planters, unless they will agree to pay 
tor the assistance with labor, without 
any reference to the penal conditions. 
It Is just this contract that the law for- 
bids. 


If our planters were struggling on 


the verge of bankruptcy, their request 
•would be excused on the ground that 
it was made by men who had lost their 
beads in their dire distress. But the 
leading politicians know that, com- 
paratively, these Islands have a larger 
income from the profit of labor than 
any community of the same numbers 
in tbe country. The request was ill- 
advised, and we shall hear from it in 
the coming session of Congress. 


It is a pity that the labor question 


has been, theoretically, with the plan- 
ters, a very serious one, but practi- 
cally a remote question—a fence that 
must sometime be Jumped, but at such 
a distance in the future, that it was 
not worth while to rein up, and sit 
firmly for the spring 


The new plantations are opened with

News has been received from Kobe 


dt •the successful raising of the Aaner 
can ship Baring Brothers, nearly de- 
stroyed by fire in the harbor on th 
night of August 2. Captain Nickel, th 
purchaser of the hull, did tne work 
Jut not till after conaiaerable time, pa 
ience and money had been spent o 
the job. The work occupied several 
weeks, as the two first attempts a 
floating fcer were distinct failures. The 
irst attempt to raise her was by 
means of barges lashed alongside of 
the touli. This, however, proved a fail- 
ure, aad so, did the second attempt, 
though from another cause, for Just as 
this attempt was being made a gale 
sprang up -which carried away all the 
upper work that had been erected at 
much troufble and expense. On the 
third and last occasion it was found 
necessary to start the planking some- 
what tower down the sides, as experi- 
ence had shown that a far greater por- 
tion of the sides were charred than 
was at first supposed to toe the case. 
This difficult job was, however, event- 
ually completed; *ben two powerful 
steam pumps set to work in «ncn real 
good earnest that the ship was again 
floated and now Hes peacefully at an- 
chor off the beach at Ono. 


The cost of the •wrecking operations 


must have been considerable, tart it is 
expected that Captain Nickel will more 
tnan recover his outlay, for it is esti- 
mated that there are some 400 bales of 
rags still remaining though slightly 
damaged. Besides the rags there is 
said to be more than 750 tons of man- 
ganese ore, wilch is by far most valu- 
able portion of the recovered property

Dr. C. A. Ruggles, of Stockton, Cal., 


member of the Board of Health of his 
state and the oldest member of the 
board, left yesterday 
for his Coast 


home •with, Mrs. Ruggles and 
Miss 


Haggles. The party has spent about a 
month in the Islands. They have all 
very much enjoyed the visit and hope 
to be able soon to make a protracted 
visit to Honolulu. In fact, the doctor 
has intimated that he may return here 
and go into the practice of his profes- 
sion, though he has been fortunate 
enough to reach the financial status 
that does not require constant atten- 
tion to business or a struggle for daily 
bread. The doctor is a Cape Cod man 
and found constant pleasure here in 
the company of some of the kamaaina 
Yankees. He was a pioneer in Cali- 
fornia and has a fine home at Stockton, 
•where he is practically guardian of the 
public health, as he is absolute author- 
ity on all sanitary matters. On the 
Coast, Dr. Ruggles has handled epi- 
demics of all sorts, notably visitations 
of small-pox. 
As a member, of the 


State Health Board, he has for many 
years been charged with the inspection 
of the various penal and reformatory 
institutions, the asylums, etc., and is 
acquainted with the best means of pre- 
serving health where large numbers of 
people are living together.

He says that typhoid cannot find lodg- 
mpm, unless actually encouraged, bred 
and nursed. 
Dr. Rupgies quite agrees

ed typhoid and from the personal ex- 
periences grave the verdict that there 
was not an average of a case a month 
in Honolulu proper, and that what had 
appeared in the military camps had 
originated there or had been brought 
from the "Tnited States.

Two Bands—Flowers—Cheers. 


Officers Who Left. 


The gathering of people at 
the 


Oceanic wharf yesterday afternoon, at 
the sailing of the Australia, was one of 
the largest of the year. 


While a large number of passengers 


were leaving cm the steamer, the chief 
attraction was the departure of a por- 
tion (500 men) of the First New York 
Volunteers, who were starting for San 
Francisco, to be mustered out of the 
United States service in the home 
state. 


Long before the hour of sailing did 


the crowd begin to gather on the wharf 
and by 3:30 p. m. over 2000 people had 
collected. 


The wharf was ihe scene of great 


activity during the afternoon, as the 
heavy government wagons, loaded with 
baggage, pulled up to the boat, and 
quickly unloaded. It took four h6urs 
to place the 'baggage on the steamer. 


At 1:30 p. m. headed by the band, the 


soldiers marched down to the wharf, 
stacked arms, and fell out to say fare- 
well to the many friends that crowded 
so close to them as to make it almost 
impossible to 
stack 
the guns. The 


faces of the men were wreathed in 
smi.es and their actions clearly ill- 
ustrated the joy they felt at the pros- 
pect of leaving for the states. 


Nearly all the soldiers, left behind, 


were at the wharf to see their comrades 
leave and to give them a farewell send- 
off. While all was excitement on the 
wharf, the regimental band stood on 
the deck of the Australia and played 
selection after selection. 


The Government band was also at 


the wharf and furnished sweet music. 
The bands played alternatively, one 
from the steamer the other from the 
wharf. 


The scene on board the steamer was 


beautiful, the soldiers had been loaded 
down with leis and flowers by friends.

Private Frederick Warden of Com- 


pany K, Firsc New Yortt Volunteers, a 
typhoid patient, died yesterday morn- 
ing of carbolic acid poisoning at the 
McDonald home, in Wai&iki. 


It is believed that Wardell commit- 


ted suicide. 
An Advertiser reporter 


who has made a hurried but very care- 
ful investigation of the case is satis- 
fied that Wardell died by his own hand 
and motion. This is the opinion of a 
member of medical men and army of- 
ficers who have had occasion to en- 
deavor to get at the facts. 


Private «-. Tator, who is best known 


as the Y. M. C. A. man at Camp Mc- 
Kinley, was in charge of Wardell at 
the time the carbolic acid was taken. 
Tator will be the central figure in the 
inquiry that is compelled by the army 
regulations. It was reported late last 
night that Tator had been confined and 
placed under guard at the camp of M 
and K Companies on Diamond Head. 
Tator is in a terrible condition of mind 
over the affair and has the fullest 
sympathy of his many town friends, 
all of whom know that he is a young 
man of most estimable character and 
highest qualities. He is well educated, 
sympathetic, a skillful 
nurse and is 


preparing for the ministry. The posi- 
tion he is placed in at this time is in 
no sense a reflection on his Integrity 
in any way, but is forced by th« hard 
and fast statutes governing the armed 
forces of the United States. All who

Wardell been given .deathly solution 
by error the drink could not possibly 
have been strong enough .to make or 
produce the effect that is shown by 
the post morrtem and his extraordin- 
ary illness would have been noticed 
by Tator before the nurse went to 
breakfast. One of the physicians who 
is familiar with tihe case all througjh, 
declares that such a solution as Ta- 
tor would prepare for disinfection of 
the thermometer would not have been 
strong enough to kill. 


The death of Wardell under the cir- 


cumstances created a tremendous sen- 
sation amongst the soldiers and itfae 
wildest stories were current at the 
camps and upon the streets all of yes- 
terday. The majority of the men stat- 
ed the belief that Wardell had com- 
i 


milted suicide, but why, they could 
not even conjecture. Wardell was a 
yourig man and was well liked, though, 
considered a trifle peculiar. Mamy 
things out of the common* that he said 
and did are now remembered and men- 
tioned.

mortem verified the diagnosis of ty- 
phoid fever.

WardelJ, it has been learned by the 


Advertiser, has shown a decidedly 
characteristic form of insanity. 
He 


had been calling for a number of days 
upon a city physician for treatment. 
He did not accept without question the 
diagnosis of fever, but insisted that 
something else was the matter with 
him and declared that toe could, not 
live to return to New York. He stead- 
fastly refused to go to the hospital. 
On Monday last Wardell took, at the 
McDonald home, the room of a soldier 
who was leaving by the Australia. 
Tator was detailed as nurse to War- 
dell. Monday evening Warden's tem- 
perature was better than it had been 
when he called on a physician in Ho- 
nolulu and his general condition was 
good. 
On Tuesday evening he was 


much improved and was quite cheer- 
ful. 
He was told that there was every 


indication of an early recovery, but 
reverted again to his old idea that he 
had some chronic trouble that would 
be sure to end his days. 


It is recalled that sometime Monday 


night Wardell was given a eti-mid&nt 
with a beaten egg and that he re- 
marked on the arsenical appearance 
of the top of the drink and expressed 
the wish that he had some arsenic. He 
seemed at that hour very low spirited, 
against his easy feeling earlier in the 
night. 


Tator was tip with Wardell all of 


Monday night. On Tuesday night at a 
late hour Tator stretched himself on 
a sofa or lounge in an adjoining room. 
About 3 i-n the morning Ta.tor gave 
Wardell a glass of water. Tben Ta- 
tor slept till about 6, as hl& patient 
seemed to be quiet and restful.

SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


The Great Political Changes In Ha- 


wall-How They Came About. 


Oorman D. Oilman. 


(Woman's Journal, Boston.) 


Under the (heading of "A, Second C«n- 


tury of Dishonor," a correspondent 
writes us as follows: 


St Ixnris, Mo., Oct. 29, 1898. 


Editors Woman's Journal: 


Entirely agreeing -with you that 


"Home Rule for Hawaii" and a prop- 
erty qualification are in iihemselvee de- 
sirable, we differ -widely <wi£h regard 
to the state of affairs in those islands. 
The facts in the case I understand to 
be these: 


1. Under Harrison a small majority 


of whites of foreign origin, with, whom 
our consular agent affiliated, over- 
turned the existing government, estab- 
lished a 'new one, and sought annexa- 
tion to the Union by treaty. 


2. This treaty -was sent to tihe Sen- 


ate by Harrison, for ratification, and 
withdrawn from it by Cleveland, who 
favored the restoration of the deposed 
Queen. 


3. The Senate declined to sanction 


her restoration, and President Dole's 
faction was recognized as the govern- 
ment de facto. 


4. A new constitution "iras then 


proclaimed, disfranchising the natives. 


5. This self-created government, of 


which, the natives form no consider- 
able part, again solicited annexation, 
and a resolution was introduced into 
Congress to that effect 
An amend- 


ment offered to test the sentiment of 
the Hawalians by a popular vote was 
overwhelmingly defeated, and the res- 
olution passed. 


6. To perpetuate this act of spolia- 


tion, a property qualification is now 
proposed, wfoich, as its advocates 
claim, will forever restrict the suffrage 
to the 'Usurping -white population. 


For half a century it has been the 


boast of missionaries that -these island- 
ers nave been civilized and Christian- 
ized. Yet the descendants of these 
missionaries have discredited the claim 
of their fathers, have conspired with 
others to rob the natives of citizen- 
ship, and now propose to put it prob- 
ably forever beyond their reach. 


7. Dorr's Rebellion in Rhode Island 


showed that ao property qualification, 
however desirable, can again, be es- 
tablished in our country. How unjust 
then to force it upon the poor primi- 
tive Hawalians, whose independence 
toas Jnsit gone glimmering! Our future 
pro-consuls, having robbed them of 
their liberties, will not hesitate to rob 
Ihem of thedr lands. Our "yellow jour- 
nals" are sure to applaud tobe work as 
the result of "Manifest Destiny," and 
their clerical followers to see in it 
"The Finger of Providence," and so we 
shall eater upon a second "Century of 
Dishonor."

H'on. Gorham D. Oilman, former

public, has kindly addressed to us the 
following reply to the above: 


TO make specific reply ito your cor- 


respondent "G.," it may be stated: 


1. That a minority of whites, eo far 


as the native population was con- 
cerned, did the wise deed of rescuing 
tnc- home government, and established 
a republic for the benefit of the great- 
eat number.

2. The treaty was sent to tlie Sen- 


ate by Harrison and withdrawn by 
Cleveland. But we have tins record 
b/ Hon. T. F. Bayard, Secretary of 
9tala in 1888, under Mr. Cleveland's 
first administration. He said that "a 
political union (of Hawaii and the U. 
S ) would naturally and logically fol- 
low. 
My idea was that our policy 


should be to permit .tie affair to work 
out its proper results. It was a mat- 
te' of waiting until the apple should 
be ripe and fall." 


It is contended that President Cteve- 


tlonal requirement in the Senate to 
pass a treaty. 


6. The "property qualification" was 


not sufficient to prevent several Ha- 
waiian members from sitting In the 
last Legislature, and instead of forever 
restricting the suffrage, as alleged, the 
speaker and the secretary were both 
Hawalians. 


7. Dorr'a Rebellion is a matter of 


ancient •history with which the writer 
Ia .not familiar, and is not germane to 
thia discussion. The Hawaiian has 
not been robbed of bis liberties; he

meaning of the word. I do not believe 
that a case can be found on the rec- 
ords of the land office, where a mis- 
sionary or tihe son of a missionary has 
not given a fair price, at the time of 
purchase, for every acre of land he 
now owns. 


The friends of the Hawaiian fully 


believe that the finger of Providence 
Has signally in the past delivered the 
Islands from com plications with the 
Russians, the English, the French and 
the CaJifornia filibusters, and has res- 
cued them as a bright star in the gal- 
axy of the American flag. 
HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION JUSTI- 


FIED. 


To a proper understanding of the 


Hawaiian matter, it is necessary to re- 
view briefly the conditions antecedent 
to, and involved in, the Revolution of 
1893. 


The Hawaiian people are even now 


only three or four generations re- 
moved from a state of heathenism. In 
A. D. 1800 there were no laws e'xcept 
the despotic will of the chief. There 
was no written language. The com- 
mon people 'had no rights 'that their 
superiors were bound to respect. The 
people were in abject subjugation. It 
is not strange that in ao short a time 
they are not folly qualified to under- 
stand and intelligently act upon broad 
economic and political questions. They 
are but children yet in the intricacies 
of political science. 


The American missionaries arrived 


at Hawaii A. D. 1820. They brought 
•the Bible and the schoolhouse, those 
potent agencies in promoting civil amd 
religious liberty. They found a people 
just being delivered from the worst oi 
tyrannous, superstitious systems—that 
of the Tabu. The idols had been 
burned, •and the people were without 
knowledge of a better God than those 
tlheir hands <had made. 


For half & century the faithful ser- 


vants of the gospel labored to Intro- 
duce new ideas of the Almighty; a 
reverence for Ood's holy Word and the 
sacredn«ss of home; a conception of 
the need of education, of the necessity 
of established law and order, of a 
State and a Constitutional Govern- 
ment. 


Thia was in a measure accomplished, 


and for years 'the naition gradually ad- 
vanced dn intelligence and Christian- 
ity, so that today, judged by the read- 
ing amd writing test, there is less il- 
literacy in the Hawaiian Islands than 
in the United States. But that is only 
a part of what makes a nation. In 
accordance 
-with their light and 


knowledge, the people were "Christian- 
ized," as some portions of our own 
(favored Land are said to be Christian- 
ized; not possessing the highest edu- 
cation, of the moat perfect Christianity, 
but growing towards it. 


The fathers have passed away. Most 


of them spent their lives among the 
people they had labored most unself- 
ishly to save and elevate. The sons 
have 'inherited many of the character- 
istics of their parents, and are today 
the foremost benefactors of the Ha- 
waiian people, far more so than the 
Hawaiians are themselves. These sons 
of the missionaries are the founders 
of schools, builders of churches, insti- 
tutors of kindergarten work—in fact, 
the prime founders of almost all that 
is still being done for the upbuilding 
of the people, and they are doing nobl- 
er work in trying to save "the rem- 
nant" from themselves amd their bad 
advisers. 


The Revolution of 18&3 was not any 


sudden uprising, nor was It due to any 
improper affiliation of the U. S. rep- 
resentatives. It was a culmination of 
political forces that .had been becom- 
ing more and more aggravated by tihe 
•natural antagonism of tihe desires of a 
ruler for autocratic power against the 
instincts of those who knew what con- 
stitutional limitations were, end dared 
to nmrinttdn them.
